REPEATER: 

Our Repeater Committee Chairman, W6SCI, reminds all that we do have a 
big batch of folks using the repeaters. We therefore need to remember 
that others are doubtlessly waiting to use the machine. Keep the trans- 
missions and the QSOs short. Use simplex channels when possible after 
establishing contact on the machine. Pause long enough for other sta- 
tions to enter or interrupt the QSO - particularly the weaker mobile 
stations. Don't ask a breaking station to wait while you continue a 
lengthy line of thought. Find out if there is an emergency first. A 
breaking station can speed things up by using his call instead of "Break" 
which is a pro-word used to separate the heading from the text of a mess- 
age. Breaking stations should use common sense and courtesy in breaking 
into a QSO. Common sense and courtesy will take care of most situations.
